Rescued captain’s wife praises military; Obama vows piracy crackdown book snafu

The wife of sea Capt. Richard Phillips says 
her husband considers the U.S. military the 
“real heroes” of his ordeal. 

Hoarse from laryngitis and making 
her first public appearance since Phillips’ 
dramatic rescue at sea, Andrea Phillips, 
51, thanked the military, supporters and 
President Obama, who approved the sniper 
operation that killed three pirates. 

“You have no idea, but with Richard 
saved, you all just gave me the best Easter 
ever,” she said in a statement read by the 
family’s spokeswoman. 

Andrea Phillips was flanked by her 19- 
year-old daughter, Mariah; 20 -year-old son, 
Daniel; and the captain’s mother, Ginny 
Phillips. 

With Andrea Phillips’ voice cracking, 
Alison McColl, the family’s spokeswoman, 
read the statement as Phillips held hands 
with her daughter. 

McColl said Phillips had spoken to her 
husband earlier in the day 

She quoted him as saying: “I am just a 
small part of this. The real heroes of the 
story are the U.S. military They are the 
most dedicated, professional and capable 
group around. We should all reach out and 
thank them.” 

Phillips said the “constant outpouring of 
support, prayers and yellow ribbons” gave 
the family strength. “These past five days 
were extremely difficult,” she said. 

Elsewhere on Monday, Obama promised 
to work with other nations “to halt the rise of 
piracy,” while Somali pirates vowed revenge 
for the deaths of three colleagues shot by 
snipers during the daring high-seas rescue of 
Richard Phillips. 

The pirates’ threat raised fears for the 
safety of some 230 foreign sailors still 


SHELLS FIRED

held hostage in more than a dozen ships 
anchored off lawless Somalia. 

Sunday’s nighttime operation was a 
remarkable achievement for snipers on 
a rolling warship in choppy seas, but few 


experts believe the victory will quell a rising 
tide of attacks in one of the world’s busiest 
shipping lanes. 

At a Washington news conference, 
Obama said: “We have to continue to be 
prepared to confront {attacks] when they 
arise, and we have to ensure that those who 
commit acts of piracy are held accountable 
for their crimes.” 

Somali pirates said they were undaunted. 

“Erom now on, if we capture foreign ships 
and their respective countries try to attack 
us, we will kill {the hostages},” Jamac Habeb, 
a 30 -year-old pirate, told The Associated 
Press from one of Somalia’s piracy hubs, 
Eyl. “{US. forces have] become our No. i 
enemy”

The removal of rankings for gay- and lesbian- 
themed books at amazon.com, which created 
an Internet-fueled uproar for two days, was all 
“an accident”— and not the work of a hacker 
or a corporate conspiracy— according to a 
company spokeswoman. 

In a statement released late Monday, Patty 
Smith, Amazon’s director of corporate com- 
munications, said the problem resulted from 
“an embarrassing and ham-fisted cataloging 
error” that affected 57,310 titles in the com- 
pany’s sites in the U.S. and around the globe. 

While gay and lesbian books were in that 
group, so were books in such categories as 
health, mind and body and reproduction and 
sexual medicine. Smith said. 

The furor erupted Sunday after Mark 
Probst, author of a gay-themed young-adult 
novel “The Eilly” posted an entry on his blog 
pointing out that hundreds of gay and lesbian 
books had lost their sales rankings. Bloggers 
quickly jumped all over the revelation while, 
on Twitter, outrage over the apparent dis- 
crimination resulted in the issue becoming 
the site’s top trending topic. 

But the problem appears to date at least 
as far back as Eebruary when Craig Seymour, 
a Chicagoan who teaches journalism at 
Northern Illinois University, discovered that 
the sales rankings had disappeared from all 
three versions of his book, ‘All I Could Bare: 
My Life in the Strip Clubs of Gay Washington, 
DC.” After some muscle-flexing by his pub- 
lisher, Simon & Schuster, the rankings were 
reinstated three weeks later. 

Smith’s statement came several hours after a 
hacker who calls himselfWeev claimed respon- 
sibility in a posting at livejournal.com. 

Smith refuted the hacker’s claim and said 
rankings are or will soon be back on all 57,310 
affected books.

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Weis: Cop 
got no favors

Chicago Police Supt. Jody Weis said Monday 
he didn’t believe the detective accused of DUI 
and reckless homicide in a fatal crash last week 
received any “professional courtesy” from other 
police in two previous traffic incidents. 

Joseph Frugoli, 41, was not administered field 
sobriety tests in a January 2005 crash on the Dan 
Ryan near 31st Street in which he rear-ended 
another vehicle or a January 2008 incident in 
which he allegedly struck a police vehicle near 
39th Street while off duty Tickets were dropped 
in both cases. 

“I have no reason to believe there was any pro- 
fessional courtesy given to him,” Weis said. 

Frugoli, who appeared in court Monday for a 
brief hearing, has been charged with two counts 
each of reckless homicide and aggravated DUI, 
plus one count of leaving the scene of a fatal 
crash. 

Authorities said his blood-alcohol content 
was .277, more than three times the legal limit 
for driving. He was released from police custody 
Sunday after posting $50,000, 10 percent of the 
bail. 

Police said the crash occurred around 3:30 a.m. 
Friday in Chicago on the southbound Dan Ryan, 
after Andrew Cazares, 23, pulled his car over to 
wait for help, possibly with a flat tire. Cazares 
was killed, as was Fausto Manzera, 21.

What about us? 

Many gays and lesbians here have looked 
to the legalization of gay marriage in Iowa as 
a harbinger of Midwestern change. If Iowa 
can do it, people ask, why can’t Illinois? 

The answer reveals much about the 
strategic nature of the nationwide push 
for marriage equality, and the complex 
and unpredictable path that lies ahead for 
same-sex Illinois couples. 

Advocates for the gay and lesbian com- 
munity in Illinois are rallying behind a civil 
unions bill sponsored by Rep. Greg Harris 
(D- Chicago). The bill, which would grant 
same-sex couples many of the same rights as 
married couples, awaits a vote in the House 
and would then need to clear the Senate. 

This political path is similar to that 
taken by activists in Vermont, where gay 
marriage was legalized last week by the 
state legislature, years after Vermont had 
embraced civil unions. In essence, advo- 


WHAT ARE THE ODDS? 

Many gay rights advocates in the state 
believe Rep. Greg Harris’ civil unions 
bill will pass. While civil unions provide 
many of the same state-level legal 
protections as marriage-like hospital 
visitation and probate rights-they are 
meaningless on a federal level and are 
rarely recognized in other states. The 
benefits of federal recognition would 
include Social Security inheritance and 
the ability to file joint tax returns.

cates’ thinking goes like this: If a gay mar- 
riage law seems unlikely, a civil union bill 
can help to secure state rights for gays and 
lesbians while allowing the public and poli- 
ticians to get more comfortable with the 
idea of same-sex couples. 

Iowa followed a judicial path to gay mar- 
riage, but it’s a state with a strong equal 
protection clause in its constitution and a 
Supreme Court known for being progres- 


sive with regard to civil rights issues. 

“When people say to themselves, ‘How 
could Iowa be ahead of California or 
Illinois on all of this?’ it’s important to 
remember that Iowa has had this unique 
reputation of being in front on issues like 
women’s equality and race equality,” said 
Jim Madigan, executive director of the gay 
rights group Equality Illinois.

Police expand effort 
to curb youth violence 


The Chicago Police Department is expanding its texting tips pro- 
gram to more schools, will increase curfew enforcement and is add- 
ing another unit to the Mobile Strike Force as part of its efforts to 
curb youth violence, top police and Chicago Public Schools officials 
announced Monday 

Police Supt, Jody ^^is announced the initiatives with schools CEO 
Ron Hubeiman, saying that while homicides for the first three months 
of the year are down, authorities want to work to try to prevent more 
youth violence in the remaining two months of the school year. 

Curfew violations issued by the department are actually down to 
4,568 for the first three months of the year, compared with 4,937 for 
the same time period in 2008, Weis said this did not mean enforce- 
ment was down but that youth and families were heeding the call to 


obey curfew laws. 

The department is adding another 50 officers to the Mobile Strike 
Force, a specialized unit started to target gangs and guns, and will draw 
those officers from the department's 25 districts, Weis said, 

Weis also said they would expand the “Txt2Tip” program in which 
students can send anonymous tips about possible criminal activity, 
from 10 pilot schools to citywide. However, Weis acknowledged of 
the roughly 70 or so tips generated so far, none has produced any suc- 
cess stories, 

Huberman said public schools officers also would receive additional 
training on how to recognize gang problems and better communicate 
with Chicago police. Police also will spend more time at schools 
around arrival and dismissal times.

Blagojevich, indicted earlier this 
month on i6 criminal counts includ- 
ing racketeering conspiracy and wire 
fraud, is to be arraigned late Tuesday 
morning before U,S, District Judge 
James Zagel, 

His appearance promises to bring 
a crush of media to the Dirksen U,S, 
Courthouse, but officials there said 
the former governor is expected to 
enter and exit through the building 
lobby just like anyone else, Zagel 
would have to determine there is a 
security risk to allow Blagojevich to 
use a tunnel under the building to 
dodge the press, 

Blagojevich is expected to enter a 
plea of not guilty, and a preliminary 
schedule of early court dates could be 
set. He is scheduled to appear with 
his brother, Robert Blagojevich, the 
one-time chairman of the governor's 
campaign fund who also was indict- 
ed on April 2, 

Three others charged in the 
case — Springfield power broker 
William Cellini; former Blagojevich 
chief of staff John Harris; and top 
Blagojevich fundraiser Christopher 
Kelly— are set to be arraigned
